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CARDINAL GIBBONS OFFICIATES AT DEDICATION; 


CEREMONY AT AUGUSTA YESTERDAY VERY IMPRESSIVE

UGUSTA, GA., December 2?.—(Spe- 

A cision dedication exercises of the 

Sacred Heart church today have been 
a source of great delight to the members 
of the parish, and were successful in 
every detail. The weather was ideal; a 
bright sunshiny day, with a clear, crisp 
atmosphere and bracing temperature. 

The attendance at the morning exe-- 
cises, when Cardinal Gibbons blessed the 
structure and delivered the sermon, Was 
limited only by the full capacity of the 
building, not only all available space in 
the aisles being filled with chairs, but the 
standing room fully occupied also. As 
tickets of admission to the services were 
soid for 50 cents each a snug sum was 
added to the church fund from this source. 
Catholics, Protestants and Jews mingled 
in the audience. 

At 10 o'clock all the prelates and priests 
assembled in the old Sacred Heart church 
to march in a body halt around the 
block to the new edifice. The procession 
was quite impressive. First came the 
Sacred Heart Cadets, fifty strong, under 
command of Captain. P. H. Rice, the 


cadets being led by a bugle corps of boys, 
hing call as the 


procession moved along. 

Then came a band of altar boys, dressed 
in robes of red, purple and white, the 
colors of the cardinal, of the bishops anid 
presgribed by the church for dedicatory 


functions. 


Next came the crossbearer surrounded 


by altar boys with censers. 

Then followed a band of priests chanting 
hymns and Psalms, 

Following these priests came Cardinal 
Gibbons, clad in the red cap and robe of 
his office, its long flowing train borne by 
altar boys, after the fashion of princely 
courts, typical of the fact that the cardi- 
nal ranks as a prince of the church. <Ac- 
companying the cardinal were deacons of 
honor. 

Next came Bishop Northrop, of Charles- 
ton, similarly attended, and followed by 
Bishop Kiely, of Savannah, and his at- 
tendants. 

At the front of the church the imposing 
pageant halted and while all the priests 
chanted Cardinal Gibbons and his imme- 
diate attendants circled the church, bless- 
ing the exterior. This completed, the pro- 
cession entered the church and as it did 
so the orchestra and full chorus in the 
organ gallery over the entrance burst 
forth in loud and joyful hosannas and the 
cardinal blessed the interior as he had 
done the exterior of the edifice. Then

FLOWS FREELY 


Murderer Put To Death by 
s Victim's Friends, 


INVES. WERE THE WEAPONS 


Tuscani Was Slain by Gambola, 
and Then Gambola Was Slashed 
to Pieces by Tuscani's 
Friends in Very Short 
Order. 


New York, December 2.—Frank Tus- 
cant Was murdered at Hackensack, X. J., 
today Joseph Gambola, who. was in 
turn stabbed repeatedly by the victim's 
friends, receiving what it is said cannot 
fall to be death woinds, It was practl- 
cally a lynching. The crime Was the te- 
sult of a quarre} After committing the 
‘ime Gambola und two of his brothers 
who him tried to get away, 
bat were prevented, The men, well 
known Italfans in the colony, took 
charee of Gambola and announced that 
they would take him to jall. It is sald 
that after Gambola was led away by the 
friends of Tuscani, other men of the local 
colony detained all who wished to follow 
Gambole, Gatnbola was led some dis- 
tance through the streets in the direc- 
tion of the jail, but not by the most dl- 
rect and. most public way. Then in a 
lonely he was stabbed again and 
wtgain. His face appeared to have been 
jabbed andslashed with the knives 
of several men. Four times a knife was 
driver into his, back. Several times 
knives were driven into the flesh in other 
parts of the body. The four blows de- 
livered in the back are believed to be cer- 
tainly fatal, as each is thought to have 
penetrated the lungs. 

When stabbed, Gambola called for aid. 
The whole event of the stabbing and tor- 
ture of the murderer took less than a 
couple of minutes. Gambola was covered 
With biood which was flowing from the 
Wounds about his face. The body was 
taken to the jail. The men who came to 
his aid, some of them Italians, hurriest 
him there. He was half led and half car- 
ried into the office of Sheriff Burke. Later 
he was removed to the hospital. Four 
Italians have so far deen arrested. 
‘Tonight Alexander Narge. ana Italian. 
Was stabbed three times in the back and 
is dying. lie said Giovanni 
had committed the deed. The police went 
to arrest the latter and when they found 
him discovered he had two knife wounds, 
one in the abdomen and one in the back. 
He was hurried to a hospital and is ex- 
pected to die. He waa unable to explain 
his, wounds, but the police gs uuvuose 
Narke is responsible. 

Louis Cramane!a. an Italian laborer, 
Was shot twice tonight in the saloon of 
Stephano Caperome.

Samuel Gompers, president of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, and President 
Mitchell, of the United Mine Workers, 
will attend, as well as President Meln- 
tyre, of the Carpenters’ Union of Chicago; 
James Duncan, second vice president of 
the Cutters’ Union of Boeton: James 
O'Connor, third vice president of the In- 
ternational Association of Machiniats; 
Thomas J. Kidd, of Chicago, president of 
the Woodworkers; Max Morris, of Den- 
ver, secratary of the Saleamen’s Union; 
John B. Lennon, of Bloomington, III., of 
the National Tallors’ Union, and other 
well-known labor leaders. J 

The Louisville Central Labor Union and 
Kentucky State Federation of Labor are 
making extensive preparations to enter- 
tain the visiting delegates, and numerous 
emokers will be given in their honor. 
The convention will be called to order 
at Music hall, Thursday morning, and the 
welcoming address will be delivered by 
William Higgins. It is expected that 
President Samuel Gompers will make the 
response. The convention. will be in ses- 
sion nine days and on the final day there 
will be an election of officers. It is 
thought Mr. Gompers will be re-elected 
president of the organization, but there 
will probably be changes in other offices.

Tampa Cigar Makers Must Fight I 
3 Out Alone. ä 
Tampa, Fla., December 2.—At an early 
hour this morning, after a long session, 
the trades assembly called the general sym- 
pathetic strike off. It was decided that the 
striking unions should assist the Inter- 
national Cigarmakers’ Union, in the in- 
terest of whom the general! strike was 
called, with liberal donations from their 
salaries. Every line of industry will be- 
gin work except the box makers. This 
being thé&closest industry allied with the 
cigar trade it was determined to keep 
these factories closed and thus hinder the 
supply of boxes as much as possibile, The 
cigarmakers will continue thelr struggle 
with no settlemgnt in sight. 
A committee from trades uniona spent 
yesterday visiting the various cigar facto- 
rles where teternational men had been 
employed and asked if these men could 
return to thelr work. They were told by 
the managements that this would be sat- 
isfactory if the other cigarmakers did 
not object. | 
It la stated on authority tonight, how- 
ever, that the international men will not 
appear at at least two factories where 
they were working. They will call on vo- 
workers tomorrow morning at other fac- 
tories, and it is belleved tonight the 
Resistencla men may permit them to 
work.

IT REVIVES AN OLD DISPUTE 


Mayor and Council Want All the 
Restrictions Removed. 


WANT THIS" INSTITUTION LEBALIZED 


Prohibitionists Claim Such a Measure 
Would Make the Dispensary a 
Municipal Barroom. 


Barnesville, Ga., December 2—(Special.) 
Once morte the question of the Barnes- 
ville dispensary is being agitated, once 
more the bone of contention is being 
picked over, the oft discussed topic a 
being rediscussed. 

This latest development is tn the nature 
of a bill which has been introduced in 
the senate by Senator Ellis for the 
mayor and council of the city of Barnes- 
ville to remove all restrictions from the 
dispensary, and place it in the hands of 
a commission of three citizens, electa’d to 
operate it. The prohibitionists are op- 
posing thie, pointing out that it will de a 
violation of agreement, a breaking of 
faith ard declaring that it will mean 
nothing more than the converting ‘of the 
dispenaary into “a municipal barttoom. 

From the date of its inception this dis- 
pensary has proven a problem all of the 
component details of which have never 
been permanently and amicably adjust- 
ed. Something like fifteen years ago the 


| dispensary came into existence. It repre- 


sented an arbitration between the prohi- 
Wtion and anti-prohibition factions of 
Barnesville and the result of an agree- 
ment of the two. Bitter fights over the 
prohibition question were being waged, 
and “after much discussion, debate and 
consideration, each side yielded some 
ground, and agreed upon the dispensary, 
the only solution, or semi-solution of the 
problem. The dispensary was then inau- 
gurated, its operation, however, to be 
confined to the sale of intoxicants for 
medicinal, mechanical and sacramental 
urposes only. | 
— — the years that have passed this 
institution has prospered until, according 
to the report for the year ending on Sep- 
tember Ist last. the profit from sales in 
twelve months was $5,000. It has been 
known by the prohibitionists that in gell- 
ing this amount of intoxicants the agree- 
ment to sell for medicinal, mechanical 
and sacramental purposes has been vio- 
lated. but they have been disposed not 
to hold the operation to the strict letter of 
the prescribed regulations so long as it 
was a dispensary rather than saloon 
The dispensary has been operated in 
the face cf the knowledge that according 
to the laws of Georgia it is an illegal in- 
stitution, but as it has proven a lucrative 
source of revenue through which the city 
has received material benefits and & 
bonded indebtedness in part has been re- 


its legality or curtail its operation, 

Two months ago Colonel A. A. Murphey, 
the leader of the prohibition sentiment in 
Barnesville, secured an injunction tem- 
porarily restraining the payment of out- 
standing debts for liquors for the dispen- 
sary, amounting approximately to $6,000. 
He asked that this injunction be granted 
that the the question might be fully in- 
veatigated by the court, on the ground 
that although the dispensary showed 4 
profit of $6,000, there was also a debt of 


Following the granting of the restrain- 
ing order, upon the demand of H. H. 
Gray, chairman of the dispensary com- 
mittee, that his administration be in- 
vestigated, a committee of six citizens 
was appointed for this purpose, This 
committee broadened its scope and will 
investigate the dispensary’s operation 
from its incipiency to the present time. 
Pending th® report of the committee the 
hearing before the court has been post- 
pored., 

Last Monday the bill to remove afi re- 
strictions from the dispensary was sent 
to Senator Niles. It was introduced by 
him and referred to the special judiciary 
committee, 

The first train from Barnesville brought 
Colonel Murphey, who, as representative 
of the wrohibitionists of Barnesville. 
came to present reasons why the bill 
should not be passed. He presented a 
petition signed by many of the most 
prominent and wealthiest of Barnesville’s 
citizens, king that the bill be turned 
down. Upon the strength of this, Senator 
Ellis agreed to hold the matter up until 
both sides can be fully heard. 

The framers of the bill claim that 
their desire for ite passage is on the 
ground that it will legalize the dispen- 
sary by placing it in the hands of a 
chosen commission of three citizens for 
operation, that no more liquor will be 
sold with the restrictions remove than is 
dispersed now, and that it will lift the

ANNUAL DEBATE 


Decision Rendered in Favor 
of the Negative 


FEW SOCIETY HAD THAT SIDE 


Question Was That the Great Powers 
Should Form a Protectorate Over 
China and Require That 
She Should Grant Re- 


ligious Freedom. 


/ Bmory College, Oxfefa, Ga., December 
Tue annual December debate between 
the two I'terary societies was held Satur- 
day evening in Few hall. and another vie- 
tory was added to the long list of those 
won by Few in recent years. The ques- 
tion for discussion was: 

“Resolved, That the United States, to- 
gether with the othor five great powers, 
whould form a protectorate over China 
and require that she arant religious and 
commercial freedom.“ 

This question drouaht forth a close 
and interesting forensic contest, and at 
the end of the debate tha champions of 
beth sides had high hopes, but those of 
the adherents of Phi Gamma were swept 
away when Professor W. L. Weber, who 
presided. announced his decision in favor 
of the negative. which waa defended by 
Few. Those who took part in the de- 
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JULIAN FP. DELL, 
Leader of Few. 3 
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bate were Messrs. William Henry Mor- 
ton. of Athens: Herman L Johnson. of 
Palmetto. and John W. Clifton. of Mans- 
field, La. who, as the representatives of 
Phi Gamma, championed the affirmative, 
and Méésrs. M. J. Guyton, of Dublin: 
Arthur C. Manning, of Walesca, and Ju- 
lian P. Dell, of Bascom, who defended the 
negative in behalf of Few. 

The exercises wefa opened with prayer 
by Professor M. T. Peed, and, after music 
by Mr. McCutcheon, the debate was 
ovened by Mr. Morton, of the affirmative, 
who began with a general discuasion of 
the question in hand, showing that the 
Chinese are able to receive the civilisa- 
tion offered them by the smtions taking 
charge of the empire: it ‘partition is 
impossible and undesirabie, citing as ex- 
‘amples Great Britain, France, Ruasla 
and the United States: that there would 
be an increase of wealth and internal 
improvements, and that the country gan- 
not remain in her present condition, Mr. 
Morton sought to prove tit protectorate 
a necessity by showing the inefficiency of 
other methods of improving the condi- 
tion of affaira in the empire, Finally he 
spoke of the religious advantages which 
vould be given by the protectorate, and 
declared that some change in the gov- 
ernment of China was abso:utely neces- 
sary. “for ean the teachings of our 
Lord reach those people when our mis- 
sionaries go there only to be slaugn- 
tered,” : 

The negative argument was begun by 
Mr. Guyton, who at first devoted hia at- 
tive that the protectorate was the last 
resort n China, and put forth several 
other plans for the settlement of the dif- 
ficulties now existing, which he claimed 
to be just as feasible as the idea of a 
protectorate. a 

One of the most pleasant features of 
the evening was a vocal duet by Misses 
Marie Evans and Lollie Haygood, which 
followed Mr. Guyton’'s speech. The argu- 
ment for the affirmative was resumed 
Mr. Johnston. He first spoke of the pres- 
ent internal condition of China, claiming 
that the empire was divided into two 
parties, one of which, composed of tho 
mssionaries and their converts, was la-

Ways been famous. The names of Gen- 
eral I. Pope Walker, the first secretary 
of war of the confederacy, the late Chief 
Justice Robert C. Brickell, Associate 
Justice R. W. Walker, Governor David 
P. Lewis and other notables were lead- 
ing members of the Huntsville bar when 
he began to practice there as a young 
man, 

In 1875 Governor Houston appointed 
Richardson over several contestants to 
fill a vecancy in the office of probate 
and county judge. At the expiration of 
his term in 1889 he was nominated by the 
democratic party without opposition and 
defeated: his republican opponent by a 
large majority. In 188 he was.a candl- 
date for the democratic nomination for 
kovernor of his state and had the aup- 
port of more than fifteen counties from 
the northern section, That was the fa- 
maus race in which Kolb, Johnston, Creek 
and Jones were candidates. Judge Rich- 
ardson was the second strongest can 
date in the matter of pledged votes, but 
the plum, it will be recalled, waa cap- 
tured by Jones, who started in with but 
a small vote. 


In 189% Judge Richardson W the candi- 
date for the nomination to congress 
against General Wheeler. It reauired 
thirty votes in the district convention to 
nominate. General Wheeler had twenty- 
four, Judge Richardson twenty-eight, and 
the strugmle was over the vote of Col- 
bert. As it was impossible to decide who 
had carried the county, the convention 
ordered a es%recial primary for that coun- 
ty and General Wheeler came off victor. 

It has always been said that Judge 
Richardson was the only man if the dis- 
“Fighting Joe““ a 
hard race, and this is evidenced by the 
fact that when he ran with General 
Wheeler out of it, he was nominated 
easily, although he had three distinguish- 
ed democrats from different parts of the 
district as his opponents. At this nomi- 
nating convention, which was held last 
July, Judge Richardson was also nomi- 
nated for the full term for the fifty- 
seventh congress. He was elected for the 
short term at a special election in Au- 
gust and was again elected in November, 
both times by a large majority. 


Judge Richardson is said to have suc- 
cessfully defended more men charged 
with murder than -any other lawyer in 
Alabama. For twenty years past his 
services have been retained in nearly all 
the important cases of homicide occur- 
ring in his part of the state and in every 
many in other sections. He has rarcly 
taken the side of the prosecution. He is 
recognized as a profound lawyer and 
splendid advocate, and I have been told 
by Alabama lawyers that his ability be- 
fore a jury has seldom been surpassed 
anywhere. His coming to congress means 
the surrender of.a large and lucrative 
law practice. 

Judge Richardson is a splendid public 
speaker a his friends believe he pos- 
seases all the qualities ensentlal to suc- 


ceas in congressloral life.

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VON WALDERSEE ROBS CHINA 
OF GREAT HISTORIC RELICS 


Tien Tain, Decemebr 2, via Shanghal.— 
Protests ard: requests have been for- 
warded to Field Marahal Count Von Wal- 
dersee by the representatives of the pow- 
ers urging the prevention of the removal 
of astronomical ſustruments from the ob- 
sorvatory at Pekin. Most of the principal 
instruments have been prepared for ship- 
ment and labeled for Berlin or for Parts. 

The Chinese themselves do not proteat, 
because, as members of Li Hung. Chang’s 
staff put it, their objections would be 
uscless as whatever they say or do in the 
way of protest only elicits uncivil treat- 
ment, 

The observatory is universally recog- 
nized as one of the most interesting 
sights in Pekin. Most of the instru- 
ments now out of place are over one 
hundred and fifty years old. Many of 
them are magnificent bronzes, and al- 
though not of modern type, can still be 
used for the purposes of astronomical 
observation. 

The number of Chinese returning has 
been considerably augmented during the 
last few days. Apparently they are 
friendly. The provost marshals of the 
various nations are daily informed as to 
the whereabouts of returning boxers, but 
those are arrested against whom there is 
conclusive evidence of having killed na- 
tive Christians. 

The first locomotive since the seige of 
the legations ran yesterday from Tien 
Tsin to Pekin. The line will not be opened 
however, for general use until about De- 
go er lag 8 dahes 2.—Dr. Morrison, 
wiring to The Times from Pekin, says:

“Chinese militia forces are being formed 
everywhere, and, even if the importation 
or foreign arms is prohibited, a supply 
will be easily obtainable from Chinese 
arsenals. A body of 100 American cav- 
alrymen is escorting some Chinese of- 
ficials to Tien Tain.” 

“Chang Chih Tung has received a dis- 
patch from Siang Fu.” says the Shang- 
hai correspondent of the Standard. di- 
recting him to stop e of 
further supplies to the prévince of Shen- 
Si.

POWDER MAGAZINE BLOWN UP. 


Over Three Hundred Pertens Are In- 
|  gtantly Killed. 

Minneapolis, Minn., December 2.—A spe- 
cial to The Times from Tacoma, Wash., 
says: “The steamer Energia brings de- 
tails of the terrible powder explosion at 
Karkin which killed over 300 people last 
mcnth. During a violent thunder storm 
lightning struck a powder magazine con- 
taining half a million kegs, which ex- 
ploded.

Berlin, December 2.—Mr. Kruger has 
abandoned his proposed visit to Berlin 
owing to the receipt of an of..cial inti- 
mation that Emperor William regrets 
that owing to preylous arrangements he 
will be unable to receive him. The Boer 
statesman therefore will proceed direct 
from Cologne for Holland. He tele- 
graphed to this effect this afternoon. 
The Cologne Gazette, in an inspired com- 
raunique, says: 

“Mr. Kruger's visit is not agreeable to 
Germany, his aim being to obtain inter- 
vention in South Africa. It would be a 
grave political mistake, a political crime, 
to allow him to entertain even a spark 
of hope that Germany will render him 
any practical support.“ 

This declaration is accompanied with 
reproaches, Mr. Kruger being charged 
with “having encouraged a useless guer- 
rilla warfare and -having disregarded 
Germany's advice when he still might 
have followed it.“ The press generally 
strikes the same note.

CHURCHILL VISITS AMERICA. 


Duties as a Member of Parliament 


Makes His Stay Short. 

Queenstown, December 2. Winston 
Bpencer Churchill, who la a passenker 
on the Cunard Une steamship Lucania, 
which left yesterday for New York, said 
in the course of an, interview here that 
hie sojourn in the United States would be 
short, as he must hurry back to his par- 
liamentary duties, When questioned with 
regard to the war in South Africa, he 
said he agreed with Lord Roberts that 
20,000 more regulars should be sent out, 
because any slackening would only revive 
the spirits of the Boers. He estimated 
the Boer forces at present as about 7,000. 


ENGLAND LIKES THE REFUSAL. 


Emperor’s Attitude Toward Kruger 
Causes Satisfaction. 

London, December 3.—All the London 
morning papers comment with unbound- 
ed enthusiasm upon the abrupt snub ad- 
ministered by Emperor William to Mr. 
Kruger, which is all the more noticeable 
when contrasted with the Boer states- 
man’s successful visit to France, The 
snub is regarded as further evidence of 
the gocd relaticns existirg between Ger- 
meny and Great Britain. 

Emperor William's telegram to the 
German minister at Luxembourg, in 
which the emperor's intentlons were 
made known to Mr. Kruger. was the out- 
come of the following dispatch which 
Mr. Kruger sent to the kaiser on arriv- 
Ing at the German frontier: 

“On reaching German soil I hasten to 
express to your majesty mv sentiments 
3 devotion’ and cordial sym- 
patny. 

The Official explanation offered through 
the German press is that steps had not 
heen taken to ascertain whether Mr. 
Kruger's visit would be agreeable. The 
Gelegates edmit that they have received 
a serious check, and Mr. Kruger is said 
to be extremely disheartened. There s 
a rumor that he has been requested to 


avoid Belgian territory. 


BOERS FOUGHT SsTUBBORNLY. 


Paget Finds 80 
Harp To Whip. 

Bloemfontein, December 2.—Further de.

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Money in Fabrie Making. 


The people of the south, who are 80 
largely interested in getting a good 
price for their lint cotton, will be glad 
to learn that the cotton milla of New 
England are making money. 

When Tho Constitution, two years 
ago, began the agitation aa to why 
cotton should not share in the general 
increase which was coming to all prod- 
ueta, there waa serious objection made 
in New England, as well ay nearer 
home, that the effect would be to erip- 
ple the American mills, which were 
just recovering from prolonged depres- 
sion. This protest was one which car- 
ried much weight, and if it was based 
upon fact rather than «fear, it 
would have commanded attention. 
Nothing is more true than that 
the consumer must be in a position to 
make money before the producer can 
be benefited. The Congtitution was 
satisfied, however, that iwas the mill 
men themselves who had not awaken- 
ed to the situation, and that the en- 
vironment was such as to demand a 
rise in prices. During the past six 
months, covering the approach of the 
new cotton crop, our New? England 
friends were still dubious about the re- 
sult, and talk of shutting down was 
loud. If we are not misinformed some 
mills did close down for a few days and 
their managers gave it out that with 
cotton hovering around the ten cent 
mark, spinning would have to be sus- 
pended, The English spinners actually 
ordered a Wholesale suspension. 

Still there was faith that cotton was 
worth ten cents in the fleld, and the 
mill men began to think better of What 
they should do. That The Constitu- 
tion’s contention was correct all the 
way through is shown by the dividend 
declarations just made by a number of 
New England mills, among which are 
the Nashua mills, Nashua, N. H., $25 
per share and an extra dividend of the 
same amount; Great Falls mills, Som- 
ersworth, N. H., 5 per cent; Jackson 
mills, Nashua, N. H., $50 per share; 
Lancashire mills, Clinton, Mass., $16 
per share; Lawrence mills, Lowell, 4 
per cent; York mils, Saco, Me., $22.50 
per share; Pacific mills, Lawrence, $50 
per share; Massachusetts mills, ((icor- 
gia), 3 per cent. Stark mills, Manchcs- 
ter, N. H., $30 per share, December 15; 
Amory milla, Manchester, N. II., $3 per 
share, December 15; Appleton mills, 
Lowell, 4 per cent, December 10. 

These satisfactery figures will be bet- 
ter understood when it is stated that 
the New England mills are under very 
heavy office expenses and a considera- 


‘ble watering of stock based upon the 


income of extraordinary business years. 
We refer to the report in order to ex- 
press our gratification with the success 
which these corporations have achioved, 
because it affords a solid basis upon 
which the producer may safely depend 
for a good price for his cotton. 

While upon this subject, The Con- 
stitution would ask the attention of 
both mill men and editors of New Eng- 
land to an unfortunate feature of 
American mill development. When 
cotton manufacture was monopolized 
by England, the American ambition to 
enter the field was based not only upon 
good business judgment, but was the 
highest patriotism as well. The people 
of the cotton flelds failing to go into 
the struggle, those of New England 
deserve all praise for having wrested 
the monopoly from England. So far it 
was America against the world. In the 


began to grow in the southern states.

The Pessimistic Victim. 

The Constitution had occasion yes- 
terday to place before its readers two 
opposite views, in which optimism and 
pessimism were pitted against each 
other. 

We gave some prominence to the re- 
marks of Senator Daniel, of Virginia, 
in which he deplored the disposition 
on part of some people to regard .the 
country as on the verge of ruin, some- 
times from governmental, and some- 
times from economic causes. He re- 
ferred to the lesson of English history, 
that there had never yet been a crisis 
in which the English speaking races 
did not find a remedy, and that, as a 
result, the history of these races, wher- 
ever found, was one of constantly de- 
veloping growth, Arguing from this, 
he had confidence that the men of the 
future would take care of themselves. 

The other incident was reported from 
a Caledonian banquet in Lexington, 
Kentucky, in which State Senator 
Rronston said: 

I am no posalmlst, but neither am I 
un optimist, and when I hear one boaat 
of our own country, as my friend Mr, 
Smith has done, it makes me feel that it 
ia not well, The United States is ap- 
proaching such @ erlals in the height of 
passing events that 1 tremble at what 
might come to pass. You brave Bcotch- 
men who have made this your: adopted 
home might too soon find that this tis no 
place for a Nberty-loving Scotchman. If 
the present drift of affairs toward im- 
periallem continues I would rather be a 
Scotchman, under the rule of Queen Vic- 
toria, than be a citizen of the United 
States. 

We are sure that Senator Bronston 
must have spoken rather late in the 
banquet, and that he gave utterance to 
words which he will recall when he 
recovers his equilibrium. Nevertheless 
his speech represents a feeling which 
sometimes finds expression among peo- 
ple who do not understand the genius 
of the race, and whose views indicate 
some mental irregularity. Even if the 
worst should ever come, there could be 
no reason why an American should n 
feel toward his own government, of 
whatever name, the same loyalty which 
he would have to give the same author- 
ity upon another continent. Bypt the 
whole supposition is so ridiculous that 
it is unworthy of thought. 

There can be no hesitancy about ac- 
cepting the brighter picture painted by 
Senator Daniel. The Constitution en- 
tered the late fight against imperialistic 
tendencies with all the ardor which the 
occasion called for, but it never forgot 
that a single election cannot decide a 
public question. An issue, once be- 
fore the American people, passes 
through stages of evolution with each 
election, but. as long as there is anoth- 
er test four years ahead, the develop- 
ment will go on. There was suspicion 
of imperialism in the first years of the 
republic; there was a great contest 
over its essential principle one hundred 
years ago, but thé republic lives today, 
as strong in the hearts of the people as 
ever. The vigilance which keeps up 
watch against imperialism serves its 
purpose, but as long as the American 
— exist, there will be none of the 

act, 

The people of the southern states 
are lookihg forward today to the great- 
est business development known in the 
history of the country. Interest in bus- 
inesa and personal affaira only exists 
when there is perfect security felt in 
the political situation. Through the 
columns of The Conatitution Mr. R. II. 
Edmonds has well told the immense 
possibilities which lie ahead of the ped- 
ple of the south. The cotton mill is in 
constant course of erection. Ong year 
from today Charieston will call all the 
tropical country together to exhibit re- 
sources Which call for investment. 
One year later Atlanta will swing wide 
her doors for another exhibition, in 
which she will display to the world 
the facts in the case, and not only the 
possibility, but the actual achievement 
of the mills will be made plain. 

We have faith in the future of our 
race and of our section. We prefer the 
picture of Daniel to that of Bronston.

or clothing, or appliance to make money,

These things we were smart enough to 


make sure of. But many actomplish- 
ments, the lack of which we did not im- 
mediately perceive, or which, at the end 
concerned only the welfare of the future 
generation, were either totally ignored or 
looked upon as unnessary ballast on th 
journey through life. The necessity of phy- 
sical culture in the schoolroom ig one of 
these things that were either not suf- 
ficiently recognised or totally ignored. 
Had the United States been settled during 
the last fifty years the case might be 
different. for then ever one of the set- 
tlers would have brought from his Eu- 
ropean home the conviction that «jthout 
euch training the condition of the race 
would sooner or later deteriorate. But 
as it is, even Europe has only during 
the Jast half century begun to recognise 
syatematical gymnastics as an essential 
part of education—essentiol because it 


increases the aptitude to learn, refreshes | 


the mind, and ie virtually indispensavie 
for the preservation of health in all ages. 
Judging from the rapid. rate in which 
bocily cxercise in now being ‘ntroduced 
in univeraities, colleges, academies and 
pubije schools everywhere, it seems as 
though America would soon outdo and 
exce| Burope even in thie respect. Here, 
too, the well-known trait of American 
character, to do thoroughly whatever is 
undertaken, asscrte itself in a most grati- 
fying way. 

Education does not mean mental trein- 
ing only, and the children are not sent 
to school merely to receive instructions 
in reading, writing, arithmetic and so- 
forth. Well, everyope knows better. Hd- 
ucation, in ite comprehensive sense, means 
much more: it requires the training of 
the mind, the drilling of the body, and

Woodruff and three other men joined the 
pursuers next day, but did nothing more 
than to bury the dead Indians.

Score of Persons Killed, While Sixty 


Are Injured. 

San Antonio, Tex., December 2.—A ter- 
rible wreck in which a score of persons 
were killed and about sixty hurt occurred 
on the Mexican Central railway on Thurs- 
day afternoon between Tamancha and y- 
mon, fifty miles south of Jimulco. The 
firat news of the disaster reached here 
today. Edward Rische, a citisen of Gan 
Antonio, Tex., was at the scene twenty 
minutes after the engines crashed to- 
gether. The place where the wreck oc- 
curred lo in a valley at the foot of two 
immense hills. At the time both traine 
were running thirty miles an hour. One 
of the tralns had on board a construction 
crew numbering 160 men. The other was 
a freight train of fifty-five empty cars. 
Three engines and about forty care were 
piled up thirty feet high. The engine 
crews, with the exception of two men, 
were killed outright. Two Americana, 
train employees, were forced to flee to 
avoid being lynched. The names of the 
killed and injured are not obtainable. 
This is the most sefious wreck that has 
ever occurred in Mexico.

C., December 2. — 
cial.)—George P. McCjay, a pension Agent 
and notary public, and Solomon M. 
Brown, a notary, were lodged in jail here 
last night on a warrant sworn out hy 
special pension examiners, charging them 
with forgery. They failed to give bonds 
of $2,000. The government claims that it 
has evidence to prove that McClay is the 
leader of the pension sharks in Charleston 
who have been swindling the federal 
treasury on fake applications. It is said 
that nearly a hundred people, who will 
be named as accomplices, will figure in 
the affair and it is expected that whole- 
sale arrests will follow. (According to the 
pension examiners about fifty arrests wil! 
be made, and an effort will be made to 
end the wholesale swindling which has 

become notorious in this county. 
McClay and Brown will be tried at the 
district court in Charleston this week.

Hon. Hiram P. Ball, of the thirty- 
ninth, chairman of the senate committee 
on constitutional amendments, is the old- 
est member of the general assembly as 
Well as one of ue most distinguished 
members. service for the state has 
extended well over a quarter of a century 
for he first came into publio life as early 
as 1860. Senator Bell was a member of 
the second confederate congress. which 
is recc‘plzed as one of the ablest and 
brainiest that ever assembled in this 
country. After the war Senator Béll 
served in the fortyAhird and forty-fifth 
congresses of the United Btates. 

For many years he has been prominent 
in educational matters and is a trustee 
of Emory college and Wesleyan female 
college, He wes prominent in founding 
the orphans’ home at Decatur and is a 
strong supporter of that worthy inetitu- 
tion. He stands for the integrity ot the 
constitution, the elimination of negroes 
from politica, the purity of the ballot, re- 
form of the public school and . pension 
laws, rigid economy in public expendl- 
tures, the largest liberty to and the light- 
est burdena upon the people. 

In 10 he made the race for presl- 
dential elector on the Bell and Everett 
ticket. This was his rat entrance into 
politics, «In 1881 he was elected by the 
citizens of Forayth county as a delegate 
to the secession convention at Milledge- 
vile. He was strongly opposed to seces- 
sion, but after the convention declared in 
favor of seceding from the union he yicld- 
ed to the will of the majority and was 
elected by the convention as a commis- 
sioner to Tennessee to present to the gov- 
ernor of that state the ordinance of se- 
cession and to solicit the co-operation of 
that state. 


In 1861 he was chosen by the people of 
the thirty-ninth senatorial district to rep- 
resent them in the general assembly of 
Georgia. He served one session and re- 
signed, being a Heutent colonel in the 
Forty-third Georgia regiment. He served 
with great distinction in the confederate 
army and was fearfully wounded on the 
2th day of December, 1862, in the battle 
of Chickasaw bayou. From this wound 
he was totally disabled for about twelve 
months, which came near proving fatal, 
and he has never fully recovered from its 
effects. In June, 186, he was promoted 
to the colonelcy of his regiment, but be- 
ing disabled from wounds received in ser- 
vice he was forced to resign, 

In the fall of 1868 he was elected by the 
people of the ninth congressional district 
to the secord confederate congress. 
While in the confederate congress he was 
a conspicuous member of the committees 
on postoffices and privileges and elections, 
and was one of four men who inaugu- 
rated the Hampton Roads commission 
movement. He and Judge Mark H. Blan- 
ford, of Columbus, cre the only two sur- 
vivors of the Georgia members of the 
confederate congress. 

After the surrender he moved back to 
his old home in Forsyth county and re- 
sumed the practice of his profession, 
which he continued until 1873, when he 
was elected by the people of the ninth 
congressional district to the forty-third 
United States congress, and was ag&in 
elected to the forty-fifth congress. Dur- 
ing his four years service in the federal 
congress he served on the committees on 
banking and currency, education and 
labor and was appointed chairman of a 
commission to make certain investiga- 
ttons relative to the public printing. 

In 1873 the firet act was passed by con- 
gress dcmonetising silver. In the next 
congress the Bland act was introduced to 
demonetize and provide for the free coin- 
age of silver, and he was an ardent sup- 
porter of the bill and made one of the 
best speeches of his life on the floor of 
congress in support of the Bland bill.

RICHEST QUARTZ 


FIND YET SECURED 


Mining Reports: from Alaska 
Prove Quite Satisfactory 


FREE GOLD Is PLENTIFUL 


Ledge, Eighteen Feet Wide, Contain- 
ing Wonderfully Rich Ore, Has 
Been Discovered and Ap- 
pears To Be Almost 
Inexhaustible. 


Tacoma, Wash., December 2.—Excellent 
mining reports continue to come from 
Alaska. The richest quartz find yet dis- 
covered is at Taku arm. David von Cra- 
mer has reached Skagway with saniples 
of the ore in which free gold is very 
plentiful. He says the lodge is eighteen 
feet wide and that it contains a streak 
of wonderfully rich ore. Two and one- 
half ounces from this streak were pounded 
in a mortar, yielding nearly $1.50 in gold. 
The owners declare that half a ton of 
picked ore will yield over $12,000, 

The copper ore of the White Horse dis- 
trict is very rich and there seems to be 
no end of it. The belt so far discovered 
is about fourteen miles long by two miles 
wide, and equally rich ore is found in all 
parts of the belt. The assays run as high 
as 72 per cent copper, 90 in gold and 
fourteen to fifteen ounces in silver. Sev- 
eral mines, including the Copper King 
and War Eagle, will ship ore this winter, 
sending it by sleighs to the ratiroad.. 

The official report of the Treadwell mine 
at Juneau for the yeas ending May Ast 
shows that during the year 667,060 tons of 
ore were mined and bullion was sold to 
the amount of $1,153,268, or an average on 
the ore crushed of $2,067 per ton. The 
year’s working profit was $673,901 and 
four dividends were paid for the year 
amounting to $300,000, or 6 per cent upon 
the capital stock; the average was a trifle 
over % cents on the ton. The ore now 
in sight is estimated at over four million 
tons. 

A letter from Cook inlet states that the 
richest placers known in that district 
were found last month. Jack Sutton took 
from his Canyon creek. claim gravel giving 
$40 per pan. Two other men working 3 
lay on Lyn creek cut through a bar aver- 
aging $20 per day per man. Jh two weeks 
they took out about $1,500 worth of gold. 
These strikes have caused great excite- 
ment. Two weeks ago mining operations 
in the-dHetrict were suspended for the 
winter. A rich strike has been made on 
the Monte Carlo index district, Washing- 
ton. At a depth of 30 feet the tunnel 
encountered a vein of gray copper yield- 
ing values of nearly $100 per ton in gold 
and silver. nes!

A. F. Pickert Swears Out a: Warrant 
for Larceny After Trust. 


JEWELRY WAS WORTH $300 


Maddox Says He Lest the Valuable 
Package in Birmingham. 


HE PAWNED BALANCE TO GET EXPENSES 


Prisoner Tells His Story to Constitu- 
tion Reporter—Says He Expects 
To Come Out All Right. 


Jewelry that the prosecutor avers was 
stolen, but which the prisoner says was 
lost or stolen, was the cause of W. 8. 
Maddox Ketting arrested last Friday 


morning and locked up at the police bar- 
racks, 


Maddox was working for A. F. Pickert, 
the well known Atlanta jeweler, and 
now icke has him behind the bars 
on a warrant charging the felony of 
larceny after trust. 

Picker. alleges that Maddox sold a lot 
of Jewelry valued at about $300 and ap- 
propriated the money to his own use, 
While Maddox tells a story about the 
jewels being Jost in Rirmingham. 

Maddox worked for Pickert about four 
years ago and quit to accept another po- 
sitton, Some time last August he again 
Went to work for the jeweler and was 
sent out on the road to sell on the in- 
nea plan $00 worth of rings and 
Nhs, 

Maddox reported that he had been 
robbed and then remained in Rirming- 
ham to work for a photographer, He 
bawned some of the jewels, which he 
Says Were not stolen, in order to relm- 
burse himself for $4 which he also lost. 

Last Friday Maddox was arrested and 
a warrant sworn out. He says he had 
been in Atlanta several weeks and he 
can’t undgrstand why Pickert waited so 
long before making the charge. Pickert 
says he swore out the warrant as soon 
as he had evidence upon which he be- 
lieved he could convict Maddox. 

When seen in his cell last night by a 
reporter of The Constitution, Maddox 
told the following story: 

“I went to Birmingham with jewelry 
worth about $300 belonging to Pickert. 
I had been there only a few days when 
I looked in my coat pocket one night 
after retiring to my room and found the 
packet of jewels gone. I couldn't say 
whether they were stolen or lost. I also 
missed at the same time $4 in cash of 
my own money and all 1 had. I kept 
some of the jewels in another place and 
these I pawned in order to get enough 
money to pay my expenses, 1 notified 
Pickert of this and even went so far as 
to mail him the pawn tickets. I re- 
mained in Birmingham and worked for 
a photograph gallery. 1 returned to 
Atlunta several weeks ago and expected 
no trouble with Pickert. I knew 1 had 
done nothing wreng. What surprises 
me is that Pickert waited so long be- 
fore having me arrested. I expect to 
stand trial and come clear.“ 

Maddox will probably be arraigned for 
a preliminary trial today.

WINE IN THE HGLY SACRAMEN’ 


Ladies of Christian Temperance Un- 
ion Petiticn Ministers. 
Richmond, Va., December 2.—(8pecial.) 
The ladies of the Woman's Christian Tem- 
perance Union of Richmond are making a 
vigorous effort to have the ministers of 
this city discontinue the use of wine in 
administering the holy sacrament and to 
use in its stead the unfermented grape 
juice, For some weeks they have been 
visiting the preachers and arguing the 
advantages of the grape juice over the 
wine which, they claim, is intoxicating 
and in no way to be preferred to the pure 
juice of the grape.

In the powder form the 
drug had as much effect as the other 
form, and at the same time left no eyi- 
dence by an abrasion of the skin. It 
could be used quickly, quietly and se- 
cretly. and its effect was full and sure. 

Victims by the Thousands. 


A few negroes began to use cocaine in 
the powder form, buying a small amount. 
They handed it around, and oqmers began 
to use the drug. in a few months the 
victims were numbered by the thou- 
sands. 

You can now see on the streetg of the 
city, in the police court and about he 
police barracks hundreds of negro men 
utd women with hol.ow eyes, Ilistiess 
manners, dragging themselves about with 
but one thought, and that is where they 
can get a dime to buy another box of 
cocaine. 

While the effect of the drug cannot be 
Other than injurious, yet some of the po- 
lice seem to think it kecbs most of the 
negroes from drinking mean whisky and 
committing crimes, 

“Cocaine,’’ says an officer, makes the 
hégroes quiet and invuffensive, and is 
thcse who use it are among the class 
that drink, we have less troubie with cv- 
caine victims than 
Ums.“ 

As cocaine produces madmen, however, 
it cannot be denied that the police of 
Atlanta are alarmed.

You fall asleep and 
when you wake up it is more coke, or 
death. A person will sell their soul for 
a box of coke after they have been using 
ita While. When the effects die out you 
feel worse than if you had been drunk a 
month. I have to have my coke, even 
if 1 have to go without my vittels.” 


They Steal To Get It. 


“And now.“ stated the detectives who 
made the eight arrests, the negroes are 
Stealing in order to get cocaine.“ 

What the end is to be may be imagined. 
That the continued use of the drux will 
have a pernicious effect seems almost 
certain. It will break down the health 
of the victims while it also does much 
toward breaking up some of the salouns.

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CHANGES IN CREED DEMANDED. 


Committee Named by General As- 
sembly of Presbyterian Church. 
Chicago, December 2.—The committee 
appointed by the last general assembly 
of the Presbyterian church to consider 
the revision of the creed of the church 
will meet in Washington, D. C., Tues- 
day and Dr. H. Johnson, of McCormick 
Theological seminary, who is the chair- 
man, will leave Chicage tomorrow to pre- 
side. The vote which Dr. Johnson will 
present to the committee is as follows: 
For revision, : for a supplementary 
creed, 67; for a substitutional creed, 15; 
for an explanatory statement, 11; for a 
dismissal of the subject, 6. There are 
forty presbyteries which have not been 
heard from, most of them being in China, 
India or Mexico.

ON COLLEGES IN THE SOUTH 


“Dr. Tichenor’s article of last Sunday 


| seemed to criticise Dr. Curry for failing 


to mention what the south had done and 
is doing for higher education,” said a 
prominent educator yesterday. No man 
has spoken more eloquently, nor more 
forcefully of the south and her educa- 
tional work. In his recent speech be- 
fore the Georgia legislature it was not 
his purpose to speak of higher education. 
His entire plea was for the education of 
the masses. 

Dr. Curry has more frequently, more | 
fully and in more places vindicated. the 
ante-bellum south educationally than any 
man in the union. His latest speéch on 
this subject was made at the Capon 
Springs conference in June, 1999. 

“The following extracts are taken from 
that notable address. The entire ad- 
dress was published in The Review of Re-. 
views, and was widely commented on. 
through the entire country: 

THE PICTURE THEN. 

* ‘Tt must not be supposed that because 
prior to the war the southern states had 
no systems of public schools for universal 
education that they were negligent of the 
duty of supplying a large number of the 
white population with instruction of the 
highest order. It may surprise some of 
the audience to learn that by the census 
of 1860, when the north had a population 
of 19,000,000 and the south had 8,000,000, the 
north had 205 colleges, 1,407 professora and 
29,044 atudents; the south had 9623 colleges, 
1,488 profesrora and 27,065 students; the 
north expended for colleges, per annum, 


$1,514,688 and for academics, $4,668,749, while 


the south expended for collages $1,662,419 
and for academies $4,398,127. Resides these, 
in nearly every state were denominational 
colleges, and I make bold to say that the 
education furnished, according to the then 
existing courses of study. was in all re- 
aspects equal to that furnished elsewhere, 
Webster once exclaimed of Massachu- 
setts; There she is—she apeake for her- 
olf!“ With equal boastfulness the south 
may aay of the results of the education 
furnished: There are her men—they( 
speak for themselves!“ What portion of 
the world can surpass our Marshall and 
Taney, Washington, Jefferson, Madison, 
Henry, Rutledge, Pinckneys, Calhoun, 
Clay and scores of others? Obliterate 
from our history what these men have 
achieved, and .:ow barren it would be!

“‘From the bureau of education I 
gather that the northern colleges have 
in productive funds 810g. 721. 61. while the 
south, exclusive of the District of Colum- 
bia, reports $15,741,000. In the north there 
are twenty-three institutions with an an- 
nual income of from $100,000 to $200,000, 
while in the south there are only thir- 
teen. The north has three colleges \with 
an annual income of from $400,000 to $500,- 
000, and three with an in om? of from 
d., 000 to $800,000, while in that favored 
class the south has not one. No wonder 
that in the northern press, the greatest 
civilizing force of the times, while col- 
umns are given to interesting accounts of 
what higher institutions re doing: and re- 
ceiving, there is scarcely a mention of 
work done or help received by the strug- 
gling colleges of the south. 

The white people of th- south are to 
be the leaders to take the initiative, to 
have the directive controt in all matters 
pertaining to civilization, and the high- 
est interests of our beloved land. His- 
tory demonstrates that the Caucasian will

They are monuments to the 
dignity and worth of the human mind, 
exert a conservative influence on soci- 
ety, furnish. through the vigilance of 
the wise, safeguards of freedom, and 
are essential to our safety and wel- 
being at home and to our honor abroad. 
Napoleon melted the cannon captured at 
Austerlits to bulld a monument to signal- 
ize his martial exploits. It would have 
been better to have built a university, for 
Sedan was the triumph of German uni- 
versities and of science applied to war. 
My contention is that our main depen- 
dence as a republic is on the capacity 
and integrity of ir general citizenship, 
and the impertance of the trust demands 
the use and improvement of every educa- 
tional agency from kindergarten to uni- 
versity. Ours ia a federal. democratic, 
constitutional, representative republic, 
and individual liberty is greater and can 
be safely § intrusted in proportion 
as people rise in the scale of 
virtue, intelligence, patriotism, and 
in acquaintance with the nature 
and ends of free government. When 
a people are ignorant, superstitious, de- 
based, corrupt, purchasable, the prey 
of demagogues and adventurers, the 
ala ves of prejudice and passion, individu- 
al liberty ia leas and fess until it becomes 
extinct and despotism is a necessity. Our 
American republic, which we love, is the 
guardian of the holiest trust ever com- 
mitted to a people. 

It behooves good men and women 
everywhere in self-examination, charity 
toward others, in catholic patriotism, in 
courageous purposes to do right, in help- 
fulness for those less favored, to com- 
bine all influences that the republic may 


| come to no harm. Our history fills our 


hearts with exultation and pride; its great 
examples, its general teachings, the splen- 
dor of its achievements, the advance in 
all good arts, the peace and prosperity, 


the open door for individual and national’ 


development, the contagiousness of the 
success of freedom have made the boast 
of American citizenship to be more real 
and far more universal than that of be- 
ing a Roman. These representative in- 
stitutions must not perish nor be set aside 
as vain experiments, nor replaced by 
forms or realities which deny popular 
sovereignty and the blessings of a written 
constitution. We must all feel that in 
us and in our republic the highest life 
of man is vitally and inseparably asso- 
clated. Our country is the glory of 
earth, the hope of the oppressed of all 
lands, the realization of the dignity of 
man as man, the fulfillment of the dreams 
of all who have built their hopes on 
human capabilities and human liberty, 
and nothing can s::rpass the duty to omit 
no exertion of transmitting unimpaired

NEW STATIONS PROVE A HELP. 


Weather Bureau Chief Moore Makes 
Annual Report. 
Washington. December 2.—The annual 
report of Professor Willis L. Moore, chief 
of the weather bureau, says that the 
forecast service has been strengthened 
and improved by the extension of the 
aystem of observing stations .over the 


West Indies and the Caribbean sea, and 


by the active co-operation of the meteoro- 
logical service of the republic of Mexico. 
The approach of all dangerous tropical 
storms, the movement of cold waves and 
the occurrence of killing frosts and 
heavy snow have been accurately fore- 
casted. Three destructive hurricanes 
pussed the West Indies and moved "orth- 
eastward ducing the year. The moat de- 
structive was that which devastated 
Porto Rico August 8, 1899, and skirted 
the Atlantic coast for four days, during 
which time accurate advices regarding 
its probable course were telegraphed 
slong the line in advance, preceeding its 
atrival by neriods varying from a few 
hours in the Leeward islands to thirty-six 
and forty-eight hours along the Atlantic 
coast.

South Carolinians Grant No Divorces 
: to Unhappy Couples. 
Charleston. 8. C., December 2—(Spe- 

clal.)\—The recent agitation on the ques- 

tion of divorce and the general outcry 
against the wholesale abuse of this law 
throughout the country has been accept- 
ed ag a fine morsel by the lawmakers 
and clergy in South Carolina who. led 
the fight in the last constitutional con- 
n in a clause for- 
ever re ng the rupture of the marriage 
ties by the courts. The fact is recalled, 
however, that for six years—from 1872 to 
1878—the laws of this state allowed the 
granting of divorces on certain grounds, 
but from all records available there is 
nothing to show of the least atjempt to 
abuse the privilege. According to a re- 
cent statement made by Attorney Gen- 
eral Bellinger, in reply to a acathing mis- 
representation from an:Indiana judge, 
not more than three divorce cases were 
before the courts during the ain yeara 
the law wag in effect. While this record 
la accepted as both gratifying and satia- 
factory, the universal belief ia that were 
there a divoree law in Bouth Carolina at 
the present time more married people 
would seek a legal separation, and. the 
record might be in keeping with the rec- 

* ag other states. 
aken as a whole, however, t U 

of Bouth Carolina are proud ay —— 

that this ie the only state in the union 
where divorces are not granted. After 
the repeal of the divorce law in ists 
there were various efforts on foot to have 
the anti-divorce law repealed, but all of 
these failed, after more or less fighting 
in the legislature. It was contended that 
such a law should be on the statutes of 
this state, so that South Carolina would 
act in line with every other state, and 
the ground was to have the ground for 
divorce limited to adultery, if nothing 
more. When the constitutional conven- 
tion assembled, the day after the opening 
it was proposed that divorces be allowed 
for adultery, and after a fight which as 

Rept running for three weeks, the death 
nell of the divorce hope was sounded.

having the law repealed, and this senti- 

ment with the law has grown stronger 
in view of the tirade which has been
